But inthis he hath 
perverted my-words. For I did not fay he bla-

His Fourth Charge is, That I 20: on falſly ac+ 
cuſe him, but am guilty of an chſolute Forgery and 
Fittion in matter of Fas, That he refuſed to go out 
at the Yearly Meeting in Philadelphia, beld in the 
Seventh Month, 1691, and that his refuſal to go out 
was the, occaſion of their delay to give Fudgment a- 
gainſe W. Stockdale, for which, as a proof, I cite 
is Book, called, -yome Reaſons and Cauſes, cc. 
fp. 14. In fhis | acknowledge a miſtake on my 
Patt; not in faying, he refuſed to go ont at 
the Yearly Mzeting ih Philadelphia, ( for that I 
vgderſtand he did :) But my miſtake was, in re- 
ferring. to a place in his Book for Proof of this, 
whien as that place, it ſents, related not to that 
Yearly Meeting, but to a Quarterly Neg 
In which miſtake, I think I am the more excuſa- 
ble, being led into it by his obſcure way of Wri- 


ring. For neither in that 14th. page of his ſaid 


Book, cailed, Some Reaſons, &c. (formerly quo- 
ied by me, ) Nor in the 18h. page of the ſame 


(now quoted by himſelf) is there any Day , 


Month, or Year ſet, wherein either the Quar- 
1cr]y or Yearly Meeting was held. And where- 
a> hegquotes his 18th, page to prove hedid goout 
1: the Yearly Meeting 3 there is a Fallacy inthat : 
-Or there being ( as he notes) Six Meetings in 
r*:irtifheof td Yearly Meeting, he did go out at 
.2:32 Gr oze of them, but refuſed to go ext at the 
ji, Buthe is too eager, in calling this a For- 
” Berys 
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gery, an abſolute Forgery and FiQtion, a'groſs 
Forgery, ( lo he endeavours to *apgravate it') 
and that too iN matter of Fath, For the matter of 
Patt is, - that ke did refufe togo out of the Meeting, 
wherein his Charge and Proofs againſt W. Stock 
dale were to be conſicered of, though he was by 
the Meeting defired to withdraw. Whether 
that Meeting was Yearly, or Quarterly, and on 
what Day, or in what Month it was held, or 
where, are but Cireumſtances of Time and 
Place. The matter of Fat, viz. That he did re- 
fuſe togo ont, at the Mceting's deſire, * trac, 
and proved by his own Confeſſion, not only in 
the place before- quoted by me ( though miſap- 
plied there as to the particular Meeting ) but 
even in this laſt Bodk alſo, p. fr. where he ac- 
knowledges his refuſal to go out, and gives the 
ſame reaſon for it, as he gave before in his for- 
mer. But to make him amends for my former 
miſtake, I will now put him in mind, that not 
at that Quarterly Meeting only, but at enorher 
Meeting alfo, where, it ſeems, his Complaint 
was depending, he refuſed to-go forth, though 
defired by the Meeting, and that by his own 
Confeffion, in his Book called, : Some Reaſons , 
O&c. p. 18. to which he has now referr'd me, 
and thereby helped me to this additional Proof 
againſt him. There he brings it in with a Note 
thus ; Note, That whereas it hath been ſaid by ſome, 
That they would have dealt with theſe mcr, who 
have b:en guilty of thoſe Errors, but that G.K. 
would not go forth, being deſired ts withdraw at the 
Meeting at R. E's, and at the Quarterly Meeting. 
To which his Anſwer is, That G.K. had good realon 
” B 4. 08 
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ot to withdraw at Both theſe times. This, 4 
hope, proves.the matter of Fatt, in both points, 
both that he refuſed to withdraw, though deſt- 
red, and that at two ſeveral Mectings, while his 
Charge and Proofs were to have been conſidered 
of; and that his ſo refuſing did delay or hinder 
the Meeting from dealing ( as they otherwiſe 
would have done) with thoſe he had accuſed. 
And thus his Charge of Forgery, abſolnte Forgery, 
groſs Forgery, double Forgery , with which he 
hath made ſacha vaunting Flouriſh, falls to the 
Ground. And F might, (if I had his Forehead) 


recharge him with Forgery, in ſaying, I charg-. 


ed him with refuſing to go out. at the Yearly 
Meeting in Philadelphia, held in the Seventh 
Month 1691; which laſt words, relating to the 
time of it, are not in my Book. But I need no 
fuch lzttle Tricks, though he doth. 


. His Fifrh Charge he takes put of p. 22. of mine, 
wherel inferr*d from the Judgment given by the 
Yearly Meeting againſt W. S. © That that Meet- 
© ing was notat a ſtand (2s G. XK. abuſively re- 
© preſents them ) ts determine whether the Da- 
*E&rine was true or falſe ; But, if they were at 
© a ſtand at ail, it was todetermine whether the 
© Charge exhibited by G. X. againſt W.S. was 
* true or falſe; W. S. boihthen ( and to his dy- 
©ing day ) denying that he ſpake thoſe words, 
* which G. X. charged him with. This he ſays, 
7 felſly, alledge, and that he has fully proved the con- 
z;4:y,. urging for his Proof, that in the Fudgment 
that Mecting gave,, they grant, That Proof was 


made by Two Wirecfſes, that the Cherge exhibited 
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was true; and if they bad been at a ftand on that 
Point, it is not "like that they would have given any 
Fudgment againſt him at all. This is 10 Proof 
at all,that they were not at a ſtand and did demur 
whether the Charge exhibited were true or no. 
For though they might have great reaſon 
to dont the Truth of the Evid:nce 
of thoſe two wiineſſes, who were both 
known to be ſtrong in Party with G. X. and 
great adverſaries to W. S. and might thence have 
Juſt cauſe to ſ#ſpend their Judgment for a while, 
and take the longer time to examine, ſift and try 
the matter to the utmoſt: Yet unleſs W. S. 
could have diſproved that Evidence, the Meeting 
could not well do other than give Judgment ac- 
cording to the Evidence, though they might 
not have compleat fatisfaction of the Veracity 
of the Witneſſes. For even in werldly 
Courts (where Juſtice is tobe exceeded by the 
Diſciples of Chriſt) Judgment is te be given 
(Secundum Allegata & Probata) according to 
what is alledged and proved; and often is ſo, 
where yet the truth of the Evidence is much 
doubted, and ſometimes wholy Cisbelived by the 
Court that gives it. Here then his hold fails 
him. £” 

Ye may remember, Friends, that in my former 

Epiſtle, p. 20, &'s. to manifeſt that G. XK. 
quarrelled with- that Yearly Meeting at Phtla- 
delphia, and publiſhed: his Anathema's againſt 
thers without juſt cauſe, I ſhewad from his * 
own Books, © That that Meeting, did not on. 
ly receive his Charge againſt W. S. but did 
give adeterminatien therein, a Judgment againſt

W.S. Under this 1 perceive &G. X. lies very” 


weaſy, and would fain caſt ic of, that he might 
have ſome colourable pretence for his diſorderly 
caſting off that Meeting. Firſt, he cavils at them 


for not pubi:ſhing their Frdg ment Hill nine Months ' 


after. How to underſtand that, 1 cannot well 
tell: for if, as he fays,that Yearly Meeting was 
heid in the. Seventh Month, 6091. it was not 9. 
Months to the adjourned monthly Mecting in 
the Twelth Month 1691. nor full Six neither : 
And yet it ſhould frem to have been publiſhed 
befere that, becauſe in the Judgment of that 
Meeting,this Judgment of the Yearly Meeting was 
in part recited. Next, he finds fault with the 
Excuſe he ſays they make for not publiſhing it 
ſooner, which was that they were prevented by 
reaſon of bis unruly Behaviour, ard extream 
Paſſion. This he calls « moft' deceirfiul pretence. 
What other Cauſes of delay they might: have in 
publiſhing their Judgment, I know not; but 
that this was one, Iam the more eafily induced 
to believe, from what Imy ſelf obſerved of 
his Unruly behaviour, and exrream Paſſion in our 
late Yearly Mecting at London, of which, 
Friends, many of you were grieved Witneſſes, as 
well as I. He asks, in the next place, why they 
contradifted the ſound Judgment of 'a Monthly 
Meectimg at Plyladelphia, paſſing due Cenſure upon 
W.S. Six Months thereafter ? Methinks this doth 
not found, as if it came from 4 ſound Fudgment. 
Is it proper to ſay, that he or they that give 
a Judgment zow, do contraditt that Judgment 
that ſhall.or may be given by others S$:x Months 
hence. If they gave their Judgment = 
a

that Yearly Meeting, near Six Months 
oe. the other Judgment (if that was another) 
was given,how then can the firſt be faid to con- 
tradiCtt the latter, when the latter was 70: in be- 
jng when the Firſt was given. One would think 
if there be ContradiQion In the two Judgments, 
the latter ſhould rather contradi&t the former. 
But to ſpeak plain my ſenſe of them, according 
to what I have ſeen of” them both, in his Books, 
1 do not find that either of them contradicts the 
other ; but that the /atter Judgment (to wit 
that of the adjourned Meeting) reciting, at 
leaſt in part, the former Judgment of the Yearly 
Mev doth (for ought I fee) approve 
it, and carry it on further. Yet he ſays, of 
that Judgment of the Yearly. Meeting, # 3s 
Sufficiently apparent from this (viz. its Contra- 
diting, I think he means,. the. Judgment of the 
adjourned.Mecting, which had'no. being till about. 
Six- Months after) ie was no cordial, nor Sincere 
Fudgment- But let me ask him, if this was not 
a ſincere Judgment, but, as he allo calls it, Hy- 
pecritjieal, how came it to paſs that his adjourned 
Meeting, which he celebrates for giving ſound 
Judgment,! and ſays they gave it Sincerely, not 
only recited part of this Jydgment, but buile 
theirs upon it? For thus in his Kesſons of the Sepa- 
ration p. 11, he hasdelivered their Judgment to 
ns. © Whereas W. —— having formerly 2ccuſed 
©G, K. with preaching two Chriſts, and the 
© Charge and rmatter having been fally debated 
* at the laſt Yearly Meeting, before publick 
© Friends, and others, who did deliver it as their 
: Senſt-and Judgment, that the ſaid W. wy = 
| abuſe 
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£abuſed G. K, thereby,and that G. R's. Dodrine 
£was right and truein bis preacaing Faith in Chriſt 
<witiinzaud Faith in Chriſt without, &c. See hore 
the Bajzs upon which they build their Judgment. 
Would they build their Judgment upon an inſin- 
cere, hypocritical Judgment,methinks it ſhould not 
become G. XK. to iaſten ſuch a foul Blemiſh upor hig 
adjourned Meeting, which he Praz/es ſo high!y for 
giving ſound Judgment,and that ſzrcerely. Another 
Objeftion he makes againſt that Yearly Meeting, 
that they did not all that time intervening, bring 
W.S. 10 any Convittion, but mightily ſu'por:ed him 
45 an innocent Perſon. Can any one h<lieve this, 
viz. that they mightily ſupportec him as an in- 
nocent Perſon, who at the ſanie time ſhall read 
in G. K's own Books, that they delivered it 55 their 
Senſe and Judgment, that he bad avuſed G. K. ard 
that he was reproveable and blame-worthy, &c? But 
as for G. K's. ſaying, They did not bring W. S. 
to any Convifttion ( Which he very often repeats ) 
I know not well what to make of ir. I know he 
underſtands Words well enough, when he is 
cool: Which makes me queſtion whether his 
Heat has not tranſported him beyond his un- 
derſtanding. If he means that they did nct 
bring him to an inward Senſe, and Convittion in 
himſef, that he had done or ſaid Evil, they 
cannot be juſtly blamed for that, fince that is not 
in the power of Man'to do, and if W. S. knew 
himſelf #nccent (as, it ſeems, to the laſt, he 
affirm'd he was ) it was not poſſible they could 
bring him to ſ#ch a Conviction ; nor do I-find, 
the ſound Judgment, as G. K. calls it, of the 
adjourned Meeting ( how. ſincerely ſoever given) 
wrought 
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wrought thas Effea.on him, any wore than the 
] dgment of the Yearly Meeting had done. But 
if he means by Conui#ion, (according to the «ſaal 
accep ation of the Word, eſpecially in Judicial 
Proceedinzs,) a proving him guilty by the Evi- 
dence of Witneſſes, .it is to be hoped, they 
bronght him to ſome ſort of Conviftion that way, 
þ tore they gave Sentence of Condemnation up* 
on him ; -nay, it appears by G. K's own Boo 
they did. Yet G. XK. ſays,. they did not bring hi 
to any Convittion. .G. K. will needs have ith 
that, ihe. determination .given by the Yearl 
Meeting againſt W. S. was nor ſincere: Yet be 
cauſe he cannot make it out, he firſt begs the 


Queſtion, and then offers a preeariew Proof. 


Thus he doth it, in anſwer to my ſaying, A-De- 
termination then, it ſeems, was given;. by his 
own acknowledgment. 7 anſwer, ſays he, ſeeing 
it was not fine-re, but bypocritical ( there. he begs 
the Queſtion :.) 5 appears, ſays he, by their con= 
tradifting the Fudgment of the Mont bly Meeting thes 
gave it ſincerely and duly, ( There's his precari- 
04 Proof.) But firſt, how does it appear that the 
Yearly Meeting, ( abopt Six Months before the 
Monthly Meeting, as he calls it, gayeany Judg- 
ment at. all) contradifted the Judgment which 
that Meeting gave near Six Months after ? Se- 
condly, how does it appear that bis Monthly 
Meeting gave their Judgment ſmcerely and duly ? 
Why, Jpſe.fxft, he has affirm'd it; and they 
that will bclieve it may: But the beſt ont is, 
they that will not believe it, upon his bare word, 
may" chuſe, and I kgow not- how he will help 
himſelf. But is it not ſtrange, that — a 
DE an 
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Man ſhould argue fo wrabtly? He repeats alſo, 
the Yearly Meetings publiſhing their Judgment 
Nine Months after, and he thereupon calls it «z 
Abortive, out -of due time. 'But 'I doubt the Wo- 
men, that readthat, will ile at him, for calling 
4 Firth of Nime Momby, an Abartive. He obje&s 
alfo,' p. 12. that whey __ wbliſhed it, they did 
2208 own the words ſpoken to 'be any offence againſt 
God, or Chrift , but-ro Jound \and tender Friends. 
But if this'was fo greatan offence in the Yearly 
Mecting, what will the fay far his Adjourned 
Meeting, who in'their Judgment, as he has gi- 
ven it, do not own ('to uſe his own word, 1 
ould elſc have ſaid declare!) the words ſpoken 
by W.S. to be any offence againſt Gay , -ar 
Chrift , or to ſound or tender Friends either. 
So'that they went zor ſo:far in expreffing the of- 
fence, as the Yearly Meeting did, and yet he 
calls theirs a ſoz»d Judgment, and. given ſmcerely. 
But where is the ſoundneſs of his Judgment, and 
his ſaceri:ty the mean while ?

His Sixth Charge againſt. me is thus worded, 
Fe falſly and. moff fititionſly alledgeth, Thor Tho. 
Fitzwater ſuffviently proved his Charge againſt me, 
for which. he refers to my own Books ;, but fbis ts 4 
geeat Forgery, for bis Charge was, That T denied 
the ſufficiency of the Light, and this his Four Credible 
Witneſſes did n0t prove againſt me, but it was quite 
another thing that the Monthly Meeting of .the other 
fide alledgeth, they proved againſt me, Viz. That 1 
did not believe the Light was ſufficient without ſomne- 
thing elſe. Where's the great Forgery here ? If 
there be any, it will lye at his Door, for re- 
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porting me to have alledged' that. T. Fitzwater

1 think it will ſeem to any one that conſiders the 
"words charged, andthe words proved. The 


words charged were, That he denied the ſufficiency 
of the Light: The . words proved were, that 'he 
did not believe the Light was Foffcient without ſome = 
thing elſe: And theſe laft words, he ſays, is quite 
another thing.than the former ; ſo'tbat accord- 
ing to him, not ſufficient without ſomething 
elſe, is quite another thimg than, not ſufficient.
